Rule— Take  the  time  of  High  "Water  out  of  the  Calendar  for  the  given  day,  and  the  time  in  this  Table  opposite 
to  the  given  place,  and  add  or  subtract  them  according  as' the  Table  directs. 
It  must  ba  observed,  that  when  the  sum  exceeds  12  hoars,  12  hours  must  be  rejected,  and  the  remainder  is  the 

time  of  the  Tide  in  the  afternoon,  if  the  morning  Tide  at  Leith  was  taken, otherwise,  it  is  the  following  morning 

Tide  at  the  place.  When  the  number  to  be  subtracted  is  greater  than  the  time  of  the  Tide  at  Leith,  it  must,  in 
this  case,  be  taken  from  12  hours,  and  the  remainder  added  to  the  Leith  time  will  give  the  time  at  the  place  foi- 
the  morning  Tide,  if  the  afternoon  Tide  at  Leith  was  taken, — otherwise,  it  will  give  the  preceding  afternoon

There  will  also  be  a  transit  of  Mercury  over  the  Sun's  disc  on  the  7th  of  Nov.  1835.  The  ingress, 
or  beginning,  at  5h.  17'  14"  A.,  will  be  visible  to  the  western  extremity  of  Africa  and  the  whole  o^'  Am'erica. 
The  egress,  or  end,  at  lOh.  27'  49"  A.,  will  be  visible  to  the  western  half  of  Ncrtli  America,  the  western  coast  or' 
South  America,  New  Holland,  and  the  N.E.  part  of  Asia. 

Besides  these  phenomena  of  regular  and  ordinary  occurrence,  we  are  likely  to  have  a  visit  from  the  celebrated 
comet  of  1682,  usually  called  Halley's  Cojiet.  From  the  best  deterinined  elements,  the  reappearance  of 
this  comet  may  be  expected  about  tile  3d  of  August,  1835,  and  it  will  remain  visible  till  about  February  11, 
1830.     The  period  of  its  revolution  is  about  7G  years.

Letters 
containing  more  than  one  Enclosure,  and  not  weigliing 
one  Ounce,  aie  chargeable  with  three  single  Kates. 
Letters  weighing  one  Ounce,  whatever  the  contents 
may  be,  are  chargeable  with  four  Single  Rates;  and 
for  every  quarter  of  an  Ounce  above  that  weight,  an 
additional  Single  Rate  is  chargeable. 

Ireland,  by  way  of  Holyhead,  M.,  Donaghadee,  4d., 
packet-rate,  over  and  above  all  other  rates. 

Vessels  to  and  from  Ireland,  or  Coastwise,  are  not 
allowed  to  convey  letters,  under  a  heavy  penally. 

Guernsey  and  Jersey,  3d.,  packet-rate,  over  and  above 
all  other  rates. 

By  an  act  of  53d  Geo.  III.  all  letters  and  packets 
whicli  shall  be  conveyed,  during  any  part  of  tlieir  pro- 
gress through  Scotland,  by  a  mail-coach,  are  liable  to 
an  additional  rate  of  one  halfpenny  to  the  ordinary  rate 
of  postage  ;  but  not  to  be  doubled  or  trebled  on  double 
or  treble  letters. 

*«*  By  an  act  of  Parliament  recently  passed,  mer- 
chants' Accounts,  Bills  of  Exchange,  Invoices,  Bills  of 
leading,  and  Proceedings  at  Law,  written  on  the  same 
piece  of  paper  with  a  letter,  are  no  longer  liable  to  sepa- 
rate rates  of  postage,  but  are  to  be  charged  as  single  only.

SHIP  LETTERS By  the  Ship  Letter  Act  it  is 

enacted,  that  every  master  of  a  vessel,  immediately  on 
his  arrival  in  port,  shall  take  the  whole  of  his  letters 
to  the  Post-Oliice,  under  penalty  of  L.200,  and  the 
captain  must  sign  a  declaration  that  every  letter  has  been 
so  delivered,  before  his  vessel  can  be  permitted  to  report 
to  the  Custom-house. 

Letters  coming  from  onboard  any  ship  are  chargeable 
with  an  additional  rate,  for  a  single  letter,  of  8d. 

Letters  conveyed  outwards,  in  sealed  bags,  are  charge- 
.•ible  with  half  packet  postage,  which  must  be  paid  when 
put  into  the  office. 

'  Tlie  returns  of  the  packets  are  calculated  thus: — to 
Jamaica  and  back,  1(1  weeks;  America,  15  weeks; 
Iveeward  Islands,  13  weeks;  I^Ialta,  14  weeks;  Brazil, 
20  weeks;  Lisbon,  four  weeks. 

From  July  to  December  inclusive,  the  packet  touches 
at  Pernambuco  and  Bahia,  on  her  outward  passage  to 
Rio  Janeiro  ;  the  other  six  months  on  h^'r  homeward 
passage. 

In  November,  December,  January,  nnd  February, 
the  packets  touching  at  Bermuda,  go  to  New  York  di- 
rect ;  the  other  eight  months  thev  go  4md  return  by 
Halifax.

Newspapers  printed  within  the  British  Colonics  and 
Possessions  heyond  the  Seas,  and  brought  by  Private 
Ships  into  the  United  Kingdom,  and  delivered  at  any 
Post  Office  with  the  Ship's  Ivetters,  are  to  be  charged 
and  forwarded  with  a  Postige  of  Three  Pence  upon  each 
Paper  as  heretofore. 

The  above  applies  to  all  the  Colonies  excepting  the 
East  Indies,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  Nctv  South 
Wales — Newspapers  to  which  are  charged  as  follows  : 
Under  one  ounce  Id.,  under  two  ounces  2d.,  under  three 
ounces  3:1.,  and  so  on,  charging  One  Penny  for  every 
additional  ounce. 

Printed  Newspapers  may  be  received  at  any  General 
Post  Office  in  the  United  Kingdom  tor  conveyance  by 
Packet  Boats  to  Foreigx  Parts,  on  Payment  of 
Twopence  for  every  such  Paper,  such  payment  to  be 
made  at  tlie  time  when  the  Paper  is  put  into  the  Post 
Office — provided  every  such  Paper  be  put  into  a  Pest 
Offi'ce  within  Sei-en  Days  next  after  tlie  Day  on  lehich 
the  same  shall  le  jmlUshcd,  such  day  to  be  ascertained 
by  the  daie  of  the  Paper. 

Newspapers  printed  in  any  Kingdom  or  State  beyond 
Sea,  other  than  his  Majesty's  Colonies  and  Possessions, 
and  brought  into  the  United  Kingdom  fay  Packet 
Boats,  (if  printed  in  the  language  of  the  Foreign 
Kingdom  or  State  from  which  the  same  shall  he  for- 
warded,  hut  not  othet wise,)  are  to  be  charged  with  a  rate 
of  Tiro  Pence  each,  on  Delivery  by  the  General  Post  in 
any  part  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  the  pLce  of 
their  first  Addres-s,  in  addition  to  any  Postage  charged 
thereon  by  any  Foreign  Post-Office. 

No  Newspaper  is  to  be  considered  within  the  afore- 
said privilege,  unless  the  same  be  sent  without  a  Cover, 
or  in  a  Cover  open  at  the  sides. 

If  the  Person  to  whom  any  such  Paper  (ffom  the 
Colonies  or  Foreign  pans)  is  directed,  shall  have  re- 
moved from,  or  quitted  the  place,  to  which  such  News- 
papers shall  be  addressed,  prior  to  the  delivery  thereof 
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at  such  place,  any  sucti  Newspaper  on  arriving  or  de- 
livery at  the  place  of  its  addre>s,  may  (provided  it  has 
not  heen  opened  or  used,  but  not  otherwise)  be  re-directed 
and  forwarded  to  such  Person  at  any  other  place  wiihin 
the  United  Kingdom,  free  of  any  charge  for  such  extra 
conveyance;  but  if  any  such  Newspaper  shall  have  heen 
opened  or  used,  the  same  is,  on  re-direction,  to  be  charged 
with  the  Rate  of  a  Single  Letter  from  the  place  at  which 
it  shall  be  re-directed,  or  re-posted  to  the  place  where 
delivered. 

Newspapers  to  and  from  Greece  come  under  the 
same  regulation  as  those  to  and  from  the  Colonies. 

Pkinted  Votes  and  Puoceejjings  in  Pahlia- 
]MENT,  may  be  sent  to  any  of  his  Majesty's  Colonies  or 
Possessions  beyond  Seas,  upon  payment  of  one  penny 
halfpenny  per  Ounce,  and  so  in  proportion  above  that 
Weight,  such  payment  to  be  made  at  the  time  they  are 
put  into  the  Post-Office. 

Primed  Votes,  Proceedings,  and  Public  Papers, 
printed  by  order  of  the  Ijegislative  Assemblies  of  any 
of  his  Rlajcsty's  Colonies,  and  brought  to  this  Country 
by  Packets,  are  to  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  one  penny 
halfpenny  per  Ounce,  and  so  in  proportion  above  that 
Weight,  to  be  paid  on  delivery. 

They  must  be  sent  without  Covers,  or  in  Covers  open 
at  the  sides,  and  if  any  other  Paper  or  thing  whatever 
be  enclosed  or  concealed  therein,  or  there  shall  be  writ- 
ing other  than  the  superscription  upon  them  or  their 
Covers,  such  Packets  are  chargeable  with  the  full  rates 
of  Posia;!e  as  Letters. 

FRANKS. — The  Peers  of  Parliament  and  IMembers 
of  the  Hou-e  of  Commons  are  entitled  to  send  "  ten 
and  receive  fifteen  letters  daily,"  free  of  postage,  to  or 
from  any  place  within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ire'and.  The  superscription  of  each  letter 
sent  must  be  wholly  in  the  handwriting  of  the  Peer  or 
IVlember,  who  must  endorse  tlie  name  of  the  post  town 
from  which  such  letters  are  sent,  and  the  date  written 
in  words  at  length.  Tlie  weiglit  of  each  letter  must  be 
under  one  ounce. 

Franks  put  into  the  Twopenny-post  in  London  are 
liable  to  tiie  Twopenny-post  rates,  and  are  also  liable 
to  the  rate  when  going  into  or  coming  from  any  of  the 
country  Fenny  Posts.     Tl;e  act  of  54  Geo.  III.,  cap. 


1G9,  sect.  17,  enacts,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  every 
Member  of  either  House  of  Parliament  to  receive  by 
post  any  petition  addressed  to  either  House  of  Parlia- 
ment, free  from  the  duty  of  postage,  so  as  the  same  be 
sent  in  a  cover  open  at  the  sides,  and  that  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  the  weight  of  six  ounces. 

BANK  NOTES  and  DRAFTS — Persons  wishing 
to  send  bank  notes  or  drafts  by  post,  are  advised  to  cut 
such  notes  or  drafts  in  halves,  and  send  them  at  two 
different  times,  waiting  till  the  receipt  of  one  half  is 
acknowledged  before  the  other  is  sent. 

MONEY,  RINGS,  or  LOCKETS,  &c — When 
money,  rings,  or  lockets,  &c.  are  sent  by  the  post  from 
Edinburgh,  particular  care  should  be  taken  to  delivir 
the  same  to  the  Clerk,  at  the  window  at  the  General 
Post-Office  ;  and  when  any  such  letter  is  to  be  sent  from 
the  country,  it  should  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
the  Post-master;  but  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  this  office 
does  not  engage  to  ensure  the  party  from  loss. 

MONEY  ORDER  OFFICE For  the  security  of 

sums  of  money  not  exceeding  five  guineas,  sent  in  letters 
by  post,  the  Postmaster. General  has  authorized  the 
establishment  of  tiie  Money  Order-office,  where  ordt^rs 
are  given  (payable  at  sight)  on  the  Postmasters  in  Scot- 
land, England,  and  Ireland.  Attendance  is  given  from 
9 — 30  m.  to  9 — 15  a.  daily,  Sundays  excepted. 

LATE  DELIVERY  OF  LETTERS Represen- 

tations  having  been  made  of  the  time  occupied  by  the 
LETTER  CARRIERS  in  the  DELIVERY  of  their 
LETTERS  through  the  City,  the  inconvenience  has 
been  ascertained  lo  bj  in  a  great  measure,  if  not  entireli', 
attributable  to  the  deUys  experienced  by  the  Carriers 
at  hall  doors,  owing  to  servants  not  answering  the  bells, 
and  in  some  cases,  by  the  servants  not  being  provided 
with  mon-y  to  pay  the  postage.  Instructions  have  been 
issued  to  the  Letter  Carriers,  to  rap  or  ring  at  each 
hall  door  tzi'icc,  pau-^ing  an  instant.  The  application 
of  the  Carrier,  therefore,  cannot  be  mistaken  ;  and  the 
public  are  earnestly  requested  to  aid  the  Postmaster- 
General  in  his  Grace's  anxiety  to  expedite  the  general 
delivery  of  the  correspondence,  by  obliging  servants  lo 
answer  imrnediately  the  Carrier's  application,  and  to 
have  the  servant  previously  provided  with  sufficient  sums 
to  discharge  their  demands.

REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

HACKNEY-COACHES  OF  EDINBURGH. 


It  is  enacted  by  the  Loud  Provost  and  Magistrates  of  Edinburgh,— 

1.  That  no  Carriage  shall  ply  for  hire  within  the  City  and  Suburbs,  or  Port  of  Leith,  without  being  approved 
of  and  licensed  by  a  Magistrate.     Each  License  shall  continue  in  force  for  two  years  only. 

2.  That  each  licensed  Carriage  shall  have  a  number  issued  for  it,  which  shall  be  affixed,  together  with  the 
Owner's  name,  in  legible  letters,  of  a  colour  different  from  the  Carriage,  at  least  one  inch  in  length,  on  each  door, 
immediately  below  the  window  frame  ;  and  the  number  shall  also  be  distinctly  painted  on  the  centre  of  the  back  of 
the  Carriage,  or  on  a  piece  of  tin  fixed  under  the  back  window. 

3.  That  each  licensed  Carriage  shall  be  always  provided  with  horses  in  good  condition  ;  and  the  Carriage,  in- 
cluding the  cushions,  steps,  springs,  blinds,  windows,  and  check  strings,  as  also  the  harness  of  the  horses,  shall 
always  be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair.  The  coachman,  when  driving,  shall  always  keep  the  check-string  in 
his  left  hand.  »'  /  I  o 

4.  That  each  Coachman  shall  be  cleanly  in  his  person,  and  conduct  himself  in  a  proper,  civil,  and  decorous 
manner  on  all  occasions. 

5.  That  the  Stances  shall  be  South  College  street,  Tron  Church,  Prince's  street  East  and  West  ends,  George 
street  between  Hanover  and  Frederick  streets,  Queen  street  East  and  West  ends,  and  Union  place,  or  at  such 
other  places  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed.  While  the  Carriages  are  at  the  Stances,  the  coachman  shall 
either  sit  on  the  box,  or  stand  at  the  horses'  heads. 

C.  That  there  shall  not  be  fewer  than  six  Carriages  at  each  Stance  every  week-day  at  9  o'clock,  a.m.  and  on 
Sunday,  one-fourth  of  the  Carriages  licensed  shall  attend  at  each  Stance  from  10  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  in  rotation  of 
numbers. 

7.  That,  when  a  Carriage  is  at  a  Stance,  it  shall  be  held  to  be  disengaged.  The  Coachman  shall  not  enquire 
where  he  is  to  go  previously  to  being  engaged—nor  plead  a  pretended  prior  engagement—nor  draw  off  the  Stance 
on  account  thereof,  the  proof  of  a  real  engagement  lying  with  the  Coachman.  He  shall  wait,  either  at  taking  up 
or  setting  down  a  Party,  as  long  as  he  shall  be  required.  When  a  Carriage  is  engaged,  the  hour  shall  be  punc. 
taally  kept,  and  the  arrival  immediately  announced. 

8.  That  Carriages  shall  be  hired  from  the  Stance  nearest  the  residence  of  the  Party. 

9.  That  all  parcels  or  other  articles  left  in  Carriages  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  Owner,  if  known,  or 
if  not  known,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Council  Chamber. 

10.  That  the  fares  shall  be  charged  in  terms  of  the  annexed  Table. 

11.  That  a  copy  of  these  Regulations  shall  be  kept  by  each  Coachman  ;  and  the  Regulations  shall  be  enforced 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  at  the  instance  of  the  Procurator-Fiscal,  by  penalties  nbt  exceeding  One  Pound  sterling 
for  each  offence,  or  by  withdrawing  the  license.     The  Proprietor  shall  be  answerable  for  his  Servants.

JS'ole. Due  allowance  must  be  made  for  extreme  and  intermediate  ages,  and  the  difference  of  years  during 

which  the  Assurances  have  been  in  force;  but  the  general  distribution  has  been  made  on  the  principle, 
and  according  to  the  scale  above  given.

In  the  latter,  the  profits  are  in  some  cases  wholly,  and  in  all  others  partly,  divided 
amongst  the  Proprietors,  who,  as  Partners,  have  nothing  in  common  with  those  who  effect  Assurance  with 
the  Company.  When  the  Lives  are  carefully  selected,  and  the  revenues  prudently  invested,  experience  has 
demonstrated  that  those  profits  are  greatly  beyond  what  is  understood  by  such  as  are  not  intimately  conver- 
sant with  the  subject.  T.ie  numerous  Proprietary  Life  Companies  which  have  arisen, — the  exertions  made 
by  them  to  procure  business, — the  dividends  they  have  been  enabled  to  pay  to  the  Proprietors, — and  the 
value  of  their  Stock,  demonstrate  the  extent  of  their  profits.  Any  healthy  person,  therefore,  who  finds  it 
expedient  to  have  his  Life  Assured,  and  who  resorts  to  a  Proprietary  Company,  just  gives  away  his  Share  of 
Profits,  and  he  does  so  without  any  corresponding  advantage  whatever.  For  though  Proprietary  Companies 
hold  it  out  as  an  inducement  to  join  them,  that  they  secure  to  the  Assured  the  sum  specified  in  the  Policy, 
whether  Profit  be  mn-de  or  not,  this  is  merely  a  nominal,  but  is  no  real,  security,  the  fact  being,  that  in  every 
established  Life  Office,  large  profits  have  arisen.

In  the  Edinburgh 
Depot,  the  Chief  Weigher  is  Mr  William  Murray— 
the  Assistant  Weigher— John  Hamilton.  In  the  Leith 
Depot  tile  Weigher  is  .John  Somerville. 

2dly.  Attend  to  the  hour  of  departure  marked  in 
the  Certificate  ;  and  if  the  Carter  appears  to  have  tra- 


velled under  the  rate  of  three  miles  an  hour,  reject  his 
Coals, 

3dly.  Never  allow  the  Certificate  to  be  kept  and 
carried  away  by  the  Carter. 

4.thly.  If  you  deal  with  the  Coal  Proprietors,  or 
with  the  Coal  Merchants  of  the  Railway  Depot,  a 
fraud  can  never  be  practised  on  you  ;  but,  no  matter 
with  whom  you  deal,  if  you  suspect  fraud,  you  have 
only  to  call  at  the  Depot  and  inspect  the  Entry  in  the 
Weigher's  Book,  or  to  enclose  the  certificate  back  to 
the  Weigher,  to  have  it  ascertained  whether  it  is  ge- 
nuine, and  whether  the  Coals  to  which  it  applies  are 
of  the  kind  you  had  ordered.  The  Consumer  has  thus 
a  complete  check  upon  the  Coal  Merchant,  and  the 
Coal  Merchant  upon  his  Carter.  On  the  contrary,  he 
who  receives  Coals  from  the  Pits  by  Carts,  or  from 
any  petty  Coal  yard,  has  no  means  of  assuring  himself 
that  they  are  not  wholly  or  partly  of  a  different  qua- 
lity and  weight  from  what  he  had  ordered.
